ALMA  MATER 

The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC-Chapel  Hill's  alma  mater, 
were  written  in  1897  by  William  Starr  Myers,  a  graduating  senior. 
The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers  to  put  words  to  the  tune 
"Amici,"  and  the  song  was  first  performed  on  June  2,  1897,  as  part  of 
the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a  University  quartet 
tried  a  few  years  later  to  remember  the  words,  they  could  recol- 
lect only  the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original  version. 
Two  members  of  the  quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum  and  Charles  T. 
Woollen,  added  two  verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum 
later  became  a  professor  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen 
worked  as  the  University's  business  manager  and  comptroller.

HOLDEN  THORP 

Chancellor 


At  Carolina,  Holden  Thorp  has  been  an  undergraduate 
student,  a  chemistry  professor,  a  planetarium  director, 
an  inventor  and  an  entrepreneur,  as  well  as  a  dean. 
He  graduated  with  honors,  won  teaching  awards, 
led  a  powerhouse  academic  department,  developed 
technology  for  electronic  DNA  chips,  founded  spinoff 
companies  and  succeeded  as  an  administrator. 

Now,  as  the  10th  chancellor,  Thorp  is  drawing 
from  all  of  those  experiences  in  leading  Carolina 
among  the  ranks  of  the  great  research  universities  in 
the  United  States  and  around  the  world. 

A  North  Carolina  native,  Thorp  grew  up  in 
Fayetteville  in  a  family  steeped  in  Carolina  traditions 
dating  to  the  1800s.  His  father,  Herb,  used  to  sing 
the  alma  mater,  "Hark  the  Sound,"  at  bedtime.  When 
it  was  time  to  graduate  from  Terry  Sanford  High 
School,  there  was  only  one  school  on  Thorp's  college 
application  list  — UNC.  He  earned  a  bachelor  of 
science  degree  with  honors  in  1986. 


Attending  a  world-class  research  university— 
where  research  and  teaching  are  done  by  the  same 
people— gave  Thorp  opportunities  to  work  in 
chemistry  labs  alongside  some  of  Carolina's  very  best 
faculty.  Those  experiences  inspired  him  to  become 
a  college  professor.  He  pursued  that  dream  at  the 
California  Institute  of  Technology,  where  he  earned  a 
doctorate  in  chemistry  in  1989,  and  at  Yale  University 
for  postgraduate  work.  After  a  year  teaching  at  North 
Carolina  State  University,  he  came  back  to  UNC's 
chemistry  department  in  1993. 

Because  he  has  lived  it  from  both  sides  of  the 
classroom,  Thorp  is  passionate  about  the  under- 
graduate experience.  "Carolina  is  perfectly  suited  to 
leverage  our  students'  interests  in  the  great  problems 
facing  our  world,  to  enhance  their  academic  success 
and  position  them  to  lead  us,"  he  says.  "Our  greatest 
contributions  are  the  UNC  alumni  who  go  on  to  be 
leaders  in  communities  across  North  Carolina." 

Thorp  says  the  University's  future  depends  on 
aspiring  to  global  academic  excellence  and  serving 
the  needs  of  North  Carolina's  students  and  people. 
"We're  the  university  of  both— and:  Both  academic 
prominence  and  a  commitment  to  our  state." 

Before  becoming  chancellor  on  July  1,  2008, 
Thorp  served  for  a  year  as  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  He  chaired  the  chemistry  department, 
led  a  $17  million  fundraising  effort  for  the  Carolina 
Physical  Science  Complex  as  faculty  director, 
and  spent  four  years  as  director  of  the  Morehead 
Planetarium  and  Science  Center. 

Nationally,  Thorp  serves  on  the  Associations 
Patent  Reform  Task  Force,  an  advisory  body  to  six 
associations  representing  U.S.  higher  education 
in  a  Congressional  effort  to  reform  patent  law. 
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He  has  published  130  scholarly  articles  on  the 
electronic  properties  of  DNA  and  RNA.  He  invented 
technology  for  electronic  DNA  chips  that  led  to  19 
issued  or  pending  U.S.  patents. 

Although  Thorp  has  lived  mostly  in  North 
Carolina,  he  conducted  a  state  tour  during  part  of  his 
first  year  as  chancellor  to  show  his  personal  commit- 


ment to  the  University's  mission  of  serving  the  state. 
Stops  included  visits  with  high  school  students,  univer- 
sity students,  alumni  and  all  UNC  system  chancellors. 

An  accomplished  musician  who  plays  jazz  bass 
and  keyboard,  Thorp  is  married  to  Patti  Worden 
Thorp,  a  Hope  Mills  native  and  UNC-Greensboro 
graduate.  Their  children  are  John  and  Emma. 


LISA  CAREY 
Commencement  Speaker 


Associate  Professor  Lisa  Carey  is  a  faculty  member 
in  the  UNC  School  of  Medicine  and  a  clinical  faculty 
member  in  the  UNC  Lineberger  Comprehensive 
Cancer  Center.  She  joined  the  UNC  faculty  in  1998 
and  has  served  as  the  medical  director  of  the  UNC 
Breast  Center  since  2003.  After  graduating  from  the 
Johns  Hopkins  School  of  Medicine  in  1990,  Carey 
was  a  resident  in  internal  medicine  and  then  a  fellow 
in  oncology  from  1990  to  1997  at  the  school.  She 
earned  her  master  of  science  in  clinical  research  at 
the  Johns  Hopkins  School  of  Public  Health  in  1998. 


Her  research  focuses  on  breast  cancer— particularly 
why  younger,  premenopausal,  black  women  are  more 
likely  to  develop  aggressive  types  of  breast  cancer. 
Carey  is  also  involved  in  evaluating  the  use  of  specific 
tumor  markers  as  predictors  of  response  to  new 
chemotherapy  agents.  She  is  the  author  or  co-author  of 
more  than  70  manuscripts  and  book  chapters. 

Carey  is  involved  in  a  number  of  clinical  and 
laboratory  studies,  including  a  multi-institutional 
trial  sponsored  by  the  National  Cancer  Institute 
examining  the  genetic  and  molecular  markers 
in  breast  cancer  as  predictors  of  response  to 
chemotherapy.  She  is  also  the  principal  investigator 
of  a  collaborative  study  investigating  genes  that 
might  interact  with  other  genes  or  with  the 
environment  to  impact  a  woman's  risk  of  developing 
breast  cancer,  and  several  clinical  trials  testing  novel 
targeted  treatments  for  breast  cancer  subtypes. 

For  her  work,  Carey  won  a  Doris  Duke  Clinical 
Scientist  Development  Award  in  1999  and  a  Career 
Development  Award  from  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  in  2000.  In  2008,  she  was  one  of  15  new 
inductees  in  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  Society  of 
Scholars,  which  recognized  her  work  with  UNC  col- 
leagues to  identify  and  tailor  treatment  for  molecular 
subtypes  of  breast  cancer. 
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COMMENCEMENT   SYMBOLS   AND  TRADITIONS 


THE   CHANCELLOR  S  MEDAL 

The  chancellor's  medal,  an  emblem  of  the  office  of  chancellor, 
is  worn  during  the  University's  ceremonial  occasions.  The 
sterling  silver  disk,  which  is  three  inches  in  diameter  and 
seven  ounces  Troy  weight,  was  given  to  the  University  by  John 
Sanders,  professor  emeritus  and  former  director  of  the  UNC 
Institute  of  Government,  and  his  wife,  Ann  Beal  Sanders. 
Modeled  by  sculptor  Pete  Hinton  and  bearing  the  University 
seal,  it  was  first  worn  by  Chancellor  Paul  Hardin  during  the 
1994  University  Day  convocation. 

THE   BICENTENNIAL  STAFF 

The  faculty  marshal  carries  the  bicentennial  staff  while  lead- 
ing the  faculty  processional  on  ceremonial  occasions  such  as 
commencement  and  University  Day.  The  staff,  commissioned 
for  the  University's  1993  bicentennial  celebration  by  John 
Sanders,  professor  emeritus  and  former  director  of  the  UNC 
Institute  of  Government,  and  his  wife,  Ann  Beal  Sanders, 
was  modeled  by  sculptor  Pete  Hinton.  It  consists  of  a  sterling 
silver  three-inch-high  replica  of  the  Old  Well  mounted  on  a 
turned  and  tapered  oak  shaft.  The  shaft  was  made  from  tim- 
ber salvaged  from  the  1822  section  of  Old  West  residence  hall 
during  its  1991-1993  renovation. 

THE   UNIVERSITY  SEAL 

The  University  seal  typically  appears  on  diplomas  and  gradu- 
ation materials,  grade  transcripts  and  documents  that  indicate 
accomplishment  in  or  on  behalf  of  the  University.  The  first  seal 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
designed  in  1790,  showed  the  face  of 
Apollo  and  his  emblem,  the  rising 
sun,  used  to  symbolize  the  dawn  of 
higher  education  in  the  state.  The 

words  "SIGUL  UNIVERSITAT  CAROL 

septent"  (Seal  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina)  surrounded  the 
drawing.  A  modification  in  1895 
added  lighted  torches  of  learning 
beside  Apollo's  profile.  Two  years 
later  another  alteration  replaced 
Apollo's  head  with  a  shield  on  which 


the  words  Lux  (light)  and  Libertas  (liberty),  separated  by  a 
white  band  running  from  the  upper  right  to  the  lower  left  of 
the  shield,  appeared.  In  the  1940s,  some  observers  mistakenly 
claimed  the  white  stripe  on  the  shield  was  a  bend  sinister,  a 
heraldic  code  that  was  demeaning.  In  truth,  the  stripe  was  a 
bar  sinister  and  merely  denoted  a  second  or  later  son.  Still,  the 
direction  of  the  stripe  was  reversed,  removing  any  question  of 
stigma.  Today's  seal  is  the  same  as  the  1897  version,  except  the 
stripe  runs  from  the  upper  left  to  the  lower  right. 

DIPLOMAS 

The  University's  first  graduating  class  in  1798  included  Hinton 
James,  the  first  student  to  enroll.  Seven  men  received  the  first 
documents  that  by  today's  standards  can  be  called  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill  diplomas.  Having  passed  examinations  in  the 
sciences  and  the  English  language,  Adam  Alexander  Springs 
earned  a  Bachelor  of  the  Liberal  Arts  degree  on  July  10, 1798. 
His  diploma,  signed  by  the  trustees  of  the  University,  is  in  the 
Southern  Historical  Collection  in  Wilson  Library.  Modern- 
day  Carolina  diplomas  are  signed  by  the  president  of  the  UNC 
system,  which  consists  of  17  constituent  institutions;  the  chair 
of  the  UNC  system's  Board  of  Governors;  the  chair  of  the 
UNC-Chapel  Hill  Board  of  Trustees;  the  chancellor  of  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill;  and  the  dean  of  the  UNC-Chapel  Hill  school  or 
college  that  administers  the  student's  degree. 

UNIVERSITY  COLORS 

As  symbols  of  unity  among  Carolina  students,  alumni  and  fans, 
the  school  colors  of  light  blue  and  white  were  first  used  around 
1800  to  distinguish  between  members  of  the  Dialectic  and 
Philanthropic  Literary  Societies.  Throughout  the  19th  century, 
students  were  required  to  be  members  of  either  the  Di  or  the 
Phi.  The  Di's  color  was  light  blue,  and  the  Phi's  was  white.  At 
University  commencements,  balls  and  other  social  events,  the 
student  officials,  managers  and  marshals  wore  the  color  of  their 
society,  blue  or  white.  Because  the  chief  marshal  or  chief  ball 
manager  represented  the  whole  student  body,  not  just  his  society, 
he  wore  both  colors.  When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercol- 
legiate athletic  teams  in  1888,  the  question  of  what  colors  to  wear 
had  already  been  answered.  Light  blue  and  white  had  come  to 
symbolize  membership  in  the  University,  not  in  a  single  society. 
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ACADEMIC  DRESS 

The  following  information,  based  in  part  on  An  Academic 
Costume  Code  and  Ceremony  Guide  (published  by  the 
American  Council  on  Education),  may  be  helpful  in  identifying 
academic  attire  worn  during  UNC's  commencement  exercise. 

degree  candidates'  regalia.  The  University's 
Carolina  blue  bachelor's  gown  is  untrimmed  and  has  no  hood. 
The  black  master's  gown,  also  untrimmed,  has  a  hood  and 
an  oblong  sleeve,  open  at  the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the 
ground;  the  back  part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the 
arc  in  the  front  is  cut  away. 

The  hooded  doctoral  gown  features  three  bars  across  each 
sleeve.  In  1999,  the  Faculty  Council  authorized  a  special  doctoral 
gown  for  Carolina  graduates.  It  is  Carolina  blue,  with  facings 
and  crossbars  of  dark  blue  outlined  in  white  piping.  The  facings 
bear  the  shield  of  the  University  supported  by  the  torches  of 
learning.  The  hoods  of  master's  and  doctoral  degree  candidates 
vary  in  color  according  to  the  field  of  study  (see  list  below). 

faculty  regalia.  Faculty  wear  the  regalia  of  the  institu- 
tion that  conferred  their  highest  degree.  The  doctoral  gowns 
are  usually  faced  with  black  velvet,  although  the  color  of  the 
velvet  may  vary  according  to  the  field  of  study.  Hoods,  which 
differ  in  length  according  to  the  level  of  the  degree  held,  are 
lined  with  official  colors  of  the  university  or  college  that  con- 
ferred the  degree,  usually  with  one  color  forming  a  chevron 
pattern  over  the  other.  Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty 
and  administrators'  robes  are,  for  example,  the  crimson  of 


Harvard,  the  maroon  of  Chicago,  the  orange  and  black  of 
Princeton,  the  dark  blue  of  Yale,  and  the  light  blue  and  white 
of  North  Carolina.  Like  the  hoods  of  master's  and  doctoral 
degree  candidates,  faculty  hoods  are  edged  and  bound  with 
velvet  in  the  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study.  The  colors 
in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  and  administrators  repre- 
sent the  following  fields  in  which  degrees  were  taken:

To  graduate  with  distinction  or  with  highest  distinction,  undergraduate  students  must 
have  completed  at  least  45  academic  hours  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill  and  have  an  overall 
grade  point  average  of  at  least  3.5  or  3.8,  respectively. 

UNDERGRADUATE   HONORS  PROGRAM 

The  Honors  Program  offers  exceptionally  well-qualified  first-year  students,  sophomores 
and  juniors  an  opportunity  to  take  part  of  their  general  education  curriculum  in  special 
honors  seminars  and  honors  sections.  Honors  seminars  are  special  topics  courses,  limited 
in  enrollment  to  15  students  and  taught  by  outstanding  members  of  the  University  faculty. 
Honors  sections  of  regular  departmental  course  offerings  are  also  limited  in  enrollment 
and  are  taught  by  permanent  members  of  the  University  faculty.  Honors  seminars  and 
sections  emphasize  critical  reading,  class  discussion  and  expository  writing. 

Senior  departmental  honors  programs  are  provided  for  students  who  have  demon- 
strated a  very  high  level  of  scholastic  ability  and  achievement  and  who  desire  to  pursue 
an  intensive,  individualized  program  of  study  in  their  major  discipline.  Honors  studies 
ordinarily  consist  of  one  or  more  of  the  following:  the  preparation  of  an  honors  thesis  or 
essay,  an  independent  research  or  reading  program,  an  artistic  performance  or  exhibi- 
tion, or  the  completion  of  advanced  course  work  in  the  major  not  normally  required  of 
students  in  that  major.  It  is  on  the  basis  of  participation  in  senior  honors  that  a  student 
may  be  graduated  from  the  University  "with  Honors"  or  "with  Highest  Honors."
